LIVING COSTS OX FARM 


Value of Food, Fuel, and Use of the 


House for Average Farm Family 


Many a farm is yielding at least a 


small profit, when, according to a 
strict bookkeeping tally, it seems to 
be a losing proposition. 
This para- 


dox is explained by the facts brought 
out in a bulletin just issued by the 
department, entitled "Value to Farm 
Families of Food, Fuel and Use of 
House." These items, namely, food, 
fuel and shelter, which every farm 
furnishes to the farm family without 
money cost, arc the factors which 
strict bookkeeping does not take into 
account and which constitute the dif- 
ference between profit and loss on the 
farm which seems to be losing numey 
when in reality it is breaking even or 
perhaps making a little profit. 


The facts brought out in this bul- 


letin were gathered by a survey of a 
thousand families representing wide- 
ly separated sections In 14 states. 
Figures were gathered covering the 
value of all food, fuel and shelter, 
itemized to show what 
part 
was 


bought and what part was furnished 
by the farm. 


It was found that the average an- 


nual value of meats consumed per 
family (other than 
poultry) 
was 


$107.25; of poultry products, $55.40, 
and of dairy products, $98.36. 
The 


quantity 
of 
dairy 
products 
con- 


sumed per family was equal to 2,640 
quarts of milk. 


The total value of food consumed 


per family was found to vary directly 
with the amount of meat used. As 
the relative value of meat consumed 
increases, the total value 
of 
food 


consumed per family increases. 


Families living on their own farms 


reported higher consumption of food 
and a larger percentage of food de- 
rived directly from the farm than of 
those living on rented farms. 


The average 
quantity 
of 
fruit 


canned annually per family was found 
to be 122 quarts; of vegetables, 32 
quarts.

The 
geese are fed on corn for a month or 
so and then for three weeks before 
marketing are put in small pens and 
are "stulfed" with 
boiled noodles 


several times a day. During the last 
week the goose is fed every three 
hours day and night.

Some 
of Iho counties iu tho stale have been 
engaged in road-building for a num- 
ber of yen I K pasl, anil today they aro 
bul little nearer a solulion of t h > 
problem than they wen-e Mhon the,1 
started in. 
They ha\e a number of 


putrheh of good road, bouie patches 
that are not so good, and then there 
are places that were good at one 
time, but ,il the present !ime jre no! 
worth counting. 


Another reason why tho bonding 


plan is (being more generally ac- 
cepted is because it has been foun 1 
thai the cheaper roads, such as m ;- 
ciidrim and the like, while they do not 
cost so much in the beginning, aie 
much dearer in the end, and there is 
no way to build a concrete road <t 
any length excepl by bonding, for tlu 
reason that an ordinary appropri: - 
lion would nol build enough road of 
this kind to pay foi the trouble of 
stalling the proposition. 


Then, when Ihe roads are built by 


the issuance of bonds, they are paid 
for while the roads are' being use.!, 
and there are some roads to use, all 
of which appeals to the average tax- 
payer. It would seem as if the plan 
of bonding the county would be tin* 
best way to go about building the 
roads in Wood countv and then build 
them right, rather than Ihe scheme 
lhat has prevailed in the past.

the issuance of bonds, they are paid 
for while the roads are" being use;!, 
and (here are some roads to use, all 
of which appeals to the average tax- 
payer. 
It would seem as if tho plan 


of bonding the county would bo tin: 
best way to go about building tho 
roads in Wood county and then build 
them right, rather Mian the scheme 
that has prevailed in (he past.

small profit, when, according to a 
strict bookkeeping tally, it seems to 
be a losing proposition.

dox is explained by the facts brought 
out in a bulletin just issued by the 
department, entitled "Value to Farm 
Families of Food, Fuel and Use of 
House." 
These items, namely, food, 


fuel and shelter, which every farm 
furnishes to the farm family without 
money cost, are the factors which 
strict bookkeeping does not take into 
account and which constitute the dif- 
ference between profit and loss on th 
farm which seems to be losing nujme. 
when in reality it is breaking even o 
perhaps making a little profit. 


The facts brought out in this hul 


letin were gathered by a survey of a 
thousand families representing widi 
ly separated 
sections in 14 states 


Figures were gathered covering th 
value of all food, fuel and shelter 
itemized to show what 
part 
was 


bought and what part was furnished 
by the farm. 
It was found that the average an 


nual value of meats consumed pe 
family 
(other 
than

$107.25; of poultry products, $55.4u 
and of dairy products, $98.36. 
The 


quantity

sumed per family was equal to 2,640 
quarts of milk. 


The total value of food consumed 


per family was found to vary direct]} 
with the amount of meat used. 
As 


the relative value of meat consumer! 
increases, 'the total value 
of

consumed per family increases. 


Families living on their own farms 


reported higher consumption of food 
and a larger percentage of food de- 
rived directly from the farm than of 
those living on rented farms.

RECORD LIKELY TO BE HELD 


George Washington the Only Candi- 


date for President Who Received a 


Solid Electoral Vote. 


The fi.-.st election of Washington as 


president was held on the first Wednes- 
day of January 1TS9, the Constitution 
having been ratified on the twenty-first 
of June preceding. There was no pop- 
ular election, the electors of all the 
states that participated being chosen 
liy the state legislatures, as the Consti- 


tution permitted. Rhode Island and 
Xortli Carolina had not yet ratified the 
Constitution and did not choose elec- 
tors. In New York a contest arose 
that prevented a choice of electors, 
and th<; three states of Rhode Island, 
North Carolina and New York took no 
part in the first presidential election. 
At that time the electors did not vote 
separately for president and rice presi- 
dent, but each one voted for two men 
for president and the one receiving 
the highest number of electoral votes 
became president and the next high-

hired tiand, according to estimates 
furnished to .'the Department of Agri- 
culture by 1,000 farmers represent- 
ing widely separated sections in 14 
states; 
The averages derived from 


these estimates are embodied In De- 
partment Bulletin 410, recently pub- 
lished, entitled "Value to Farm Fam- 
ilies of Food, Fuel, 
and 
Use 
of 


House." 


It was found that the total annual 


cost per person of board for hired 
help varied from $104 in Vermont 
and 'Pennsylvania to ?1G2 in New 
Jersey, and .that the percentage of 
tills cost paid out in cash varied from 
15 per cent In North Carolina to 49 
per cent in California. This percent- 
age is about one-third in the eastern 
section studied, about one-fourth in 
the corn belt states, and still less In 
the southern states. 


Tho total of hired -help boarded 


varies considerably with variations in 
farming 
conditions. 
For example, 


among the famlles visited In New 
Jersey, hired help averaged 0,6 of a 
person per family, in malno 0.4 ., In 
North Dakota 1,1, and in California 
0.8. 
In other words, in New Jersey 


the average family boarded one roan 
for 7 months, in Maine one man for 
5 months, In Nortli Dakota one man 
for 18 months, and in California one 
man for 4 months.

As a matter of fact, each farm is a 


big producing factory and to operate 
profitably it must have switching facil- 
ities for Its freight—roads over which 
to transport its product to th3 ware- 
house, where it is put on the rail lines 
and carried^1 to the markets of the 
world. 


The State Dairy and Food Depart- 


ment and State Agricultural Commis- 
sioner give us somo interesting figures 
on tho big freight business -the fanner 
must haul over the road. 


In 1915, approximately 2,000,000 tons 


of dairy products were hauled to and 
from tho creameries, cheese factories 
and condensories—milk, cream, whey 
and buttermilk. 


Taking the tonnage of thirteen of 


our big agricultural products, barloy, 
oats, wheat, rye, hay, potatoes, sugar- 
boots, beans, peas, clover-seed and 
timothy, we find this runs to- about 
12,000,000 tons. Add to this tho other 
haulage from farm to market, and It 
easily runs between fifteen and twenty 
million tons. 
The average haul will 


bo about six ml'es. 


Take out your pencil and paper and 


flguro tho loss on this tonnage caused 
by bad roads—the loss per ton per 
milo. 
What are tho services of a 


farmer and his team worth per hour? 
What would you charge 
for your 


team and hired man per hour? How 
many hours do you lose on the road 
by bad roads? Isn't your load cut in 
two by poor roads? Are you making 
two trips to market, where you could 
•with good roads double the size of 
your load and make one trip. 
Aro 


you not wearing out your teams, and 
wagons and harness, and even your- 
solf-^-driving over poor roads? 


How often have you been prevented 


from driving to market when the mar- 
ket was good by bad roads and how 
much have you lost by it. 


You begin to see why we have roads. 


Don't you think we need better ones? 
Are you going to keep on driving 
In tho old rut? 
If the farmers of 


Wisconsin lose two hours a week in 
going to market by bad roads, they 
aro losing 30,000 working days a year. 


Think this over, and you will come 


to tho conclusion that if the money 
you are losing on bad roads every 
year is spent in'building good roada 
it would build good roads throughout 
tho State of Wisconsin. 


Don't you think that after all good 


roads are an investment rather than 
an expenditure—that the taxes you 
pay for them bring you a' bigger In- 
vestment than any Investment you 
make in taxes? 


The results so far obtained in ex- 


periments in clover-sick regions, be-

Latest Developments Warn of Wis- 


dom of Placing Orders Enrlj 


A dispatch just 
received 
from 


Washington as to paper supply foi 
the government contains information 
which should indicate to all paper 
buyers the gravity of the present 
paper situation. 


Each year the United States gov- 


ernment places the largest individual 
paper contract made -n this country. 
Naturally, every paper distributor it, 
anxious to secure this government 
business. But, In spite of the size of 
the order—In spite of the millions of 
dollars of business involved-the gen- 
eral purchasing agents for the gov- 
ernment have just been Informed by 
the paper mills that they will not be 
able to supply as much paper for the 
coming year as for the past year— 
even at an enormous 
increase 
in 


price. 


Dr. 0. H. Briggs, head of the gov- 


ernment geneial 
supply division, 


says: "Latest reports show a crisis 
in the paper industry. We are using 
100 different kinds of paper. 
Since 


the war the price has jumped about 
100 per cent and will continue to 
soar. Government contract price for 
flne grades of typewriter paper last 
year was 12c a pound. Now we have 
to pay 20c." 


When the most sought after paper 


buyer in this country has trouble 
getting what he needs, it is time that 
all paper consumers made sure of 
their supplies—no matter how large 
or small—for some months to come. 
Poor deliveries of paper from the 
mills, congested railroad service and* 
the unprecedented scarcity of 
all 


kinds of low priced paper commodi- 
ties should give warning as to what 
may be expected in the future by 
those who do not exercise their fore'- 
sight 
and 
buy now.—McClellan's

yield.

il.30 a month for each cow, and in 
addition the hoard of the tester for 
ane day each month. With feed, la- 
bor and live stock so high, it certain- 
ly is imperative to eliminate every 
unneces&aiy expense like the "board- 
er" or "lobber" cow that fails to 
pay for even her feed.

of a dairy barn and of a silo. In the 
milk houses was dairy equipment, 
and a man in charge answered ques- 
tions on dairying and explained the 
construction of these and all other 
kinds of dairy buildings. 


At regular peiiods demonstrations 


in the sterilization of milk utensils 
weie given with the inexpensive farm 
steiilizer described in Farmers' Bul- 
letin 74S; these demonstrations were 
well attended. 


There was also keen interest in

Wisconsin Is spending approximately 


ten million dollars a year on her roads 
or highways—$5,000,000 under State 
Aid Law and $5,000,000 by the towns. 
The highways are one of the biggest 
public propositions In the State of Wis- 
consin. As a matter of fact, consider- 
ing the extent of their use, they are 
the biggest proposition. 
We build 


court houses and prisons and asylums, 
and even the state capitol, but none 
of them come home to each of us so 
much as the roads and the school 
house. Charles Sumner once said that 
good roads and good schools were the 
forerunners ot all progress. 


Someone has aaid that there are 


one hundred and eighty thousand rea- 
sons why we should have good roaus 
in Wisconsin—because we have that 
number of farms In Wisconsin. 
In 


addition to that, there are 3,200 rea- 
sons why we should have first-class, 
roads—better than the average state. 
These 3,2^0 reasons are the 3,200 
cheese fac-Tories and creameries which 
we have in the State. These require 
more tripa to market than needed in 
the average corn or grain state. 


In the dairy industry alono it is es- 


timated that the farmers travel 60,000,- 
000 miles a year. 


Every one of these farms Is produc- 


ing grain, dairy products, live stock, 
running Into millions every year. Our 
dairy products alone are valued at 
over a hundred million dollars a year, 
which means that a hundred million 
dollars' worth Is hauled over our roads 
every year as a result of dairy farm- 
ing. 


As a matter of fact, each farm la a 


big producing factory and to operate 
profitably It must have switching facil- 
ities for its freight—roads over which 
to transport its product to tha ware- 
house, where it Is put on Che rail lines 


It costs $128 per year to board a 


hired hand, according to estimates 
furnished to the Department of Agri- 
culture by 1,000 farmers represent- 
ing widely separated sections in 14 
states. 
The averages derived from 


these estimates are embodied in De- 
partment Bulletin 410, recently pub 
lished, entitled "Value to Farm Fam- 
ilies of Food, Fuel, 
and 
Use of 


House." 


It was found that the total annual 


cost per person of board for hired 
help varied from $104 in Vermont 
and Pennsylvania to $162 in New 
Jersey, and_ that the percentage of 
this cost paid out in cash varied from 
15 per cent in North Carolina to 49 
per cent in California. This percent- 
age is about one-third in the eastern 
section studied, about one-fourth in 
the corn belt states, and still less in 
the southern states. 


The total of hired help boarded 


varies, considerably with variations in 
farming 
conditions. 
For example, 


among the familes visited in New 
Jersey, hired help averaged 0.6 of a 
person per family, in maine 0.4 , in 
North Dakota 1.1, and in California 
O.S. 
In other words, in New Jersey 


the average family boarded one man 
for 7 months, m Maine one man for 
5 months, in North Dakota one man 
for 18 months, and m California one 
man for 4 months. 


SOY BEAN A PROMISING CROP 


Notable progress has been made in 


bringing about the commercial util- 
ization of soy-bean seed for the man- 
ufacture of oil, meal, and various 
more o"r less'complex products, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Plant Indus- 
try. The soy bean, the report stales, 
is well adapted to the whole cotton 
belt, and indeed to the whole corn 
regiffh. 
In the cotton belt it prom- 


ises to be an 
Important 
element 


wherever the acreage of cotton has 
been reduced. 
The immature bean 


seeds make a very delicious veget- 
able and are canned with ease. 
In- 


asmuch as soy beans can be more 
cheaply produced than 
any 
other 


bean seed, It is believed that there is 
a large field for the canning of green 
soy beans. 
Efforts are now heing 


made to induce canning factories to 
put the product on the market 
In 


the growing of the soy bean and in 
manufacturing 
products therefrom 


the United States can successfully 
compete with the Orient.

VVAKMXG TO BUYERS 


OF BALED 
HAY 


The department is investigating 


the practice of some shippers ot hay 
of veneering or facing 
the 
bales. 


Veneering consists in feeding to the 
baling machine an occasional forkful 
of hay that is of higher grade than 
the bulk of the lot being baled and 
manipulating the forkful in such a 
way that the high grade hay covers 
the outside of the bale, making the 
bale appear to contain better hay 
than it actually does contain. 
The 


National Hay Association 
has 
re- 


quested the department to co-opemte 
with it in trying to eliminate this 
practice .believed to be dishonest. 
Buyers of baled hay are warned to 
be on the lookout for this practice in 
order to avoid accepting on a cursory 
examination a lower grade of hay 
than they intend to purchase.

The highways are one of the biggest 
public propositions in the State of Wis- 
consin. As a matter of fact, consider- 
ing the extent of their use, they are 
the biggest proposition. 
We build 


court houses and prisons and .asylums, 
and even the state capitol. but none 
of them come home to each of us so 
much as the roads and the school 
house. Charles Sumner once said that 
good roads and good schools were the 
forerunners of all progress. 


Someone has said that there are 


one hundred and eijjhty thousand rea- 
sons why we should bars good roaus 
in Wisconsin — because we have that 
number of farms in Wisconsin. 
In 


addition to that, there are 3,200 rea- 
sons why we should have first-class, 
roads — better than the average state. 
These 3,?£p reasons are the 
3,200 


cheese factories and creameries which 
we have In the State. These require 
more trips to market than needed in 
the average corn or grain state. 


In the dairy industry alono it ia es- 


timated that the farmers travel 60,000,- 
000 miles a year. 


Every one of these farms is produc- 


ing grain, dairy products, live stock, 
running Into millions every year. Our 
dairy products alone are valued at 
over a hundred million dollars a year, 
which means that a hundred million 
dollars' worth is hauled over our roads 
every year as a result of dairy farm- 
Ing.

It costs $128 per year to board a 


hired Band, according to estimates 
furnished to the Department of Agri- 
culture by 1,000 farmers represent- 
ing widely separated sections in 14 
states. 
The averages derived 
from 


these estimates are embodied in De- 
partment Bulletin 410, recently pub- 
lished, entitled "Value to Farm Fam- 
ilies of Food, Fuel, 
and 
Use 
of 


House." 
It was found that the total annual 


cost per person of board for hired 
help varied from $104 in Vermont 
and Pennsylvania to $162 in New 
Jersey, and that the percentage of 
this cost paid out in cash varied from 
15 per cent in North Carolina to 49 
per cent in California. This percent- 
age is about one-third in the eastern 
section studied, about one-fourth in 
the corn belt states, and still less in 
the southern states. 


The total of hired help boarded 


varies considerably with variations in 
farming 
conditions. 
For example, 


among the familes visited in New 
Jersey, hired help averaged O.G of a 


son per family, in maine 0.4 ., in 


North Dakota 1.1, and in California 
0.8. 
In other words, in New Jersey 


the average family boarded one man 
for 7 months, in Maine one man for 
5 months, in North Dakota one man 
for 18 months, and in California one 
man for 4 months.

big producing factory and to operate 
profitably it must have switching facil- 
ities for Its freight — roads over which 
to transport Its product to the -ware- 
house, where it is put on Che rail lines 
and carriedv to the markets of the 
world. 


The State Dairy and Food Depart- 


ment and State Agricultural Commis- 
sioner give us some Interesting figures 
on the big freight business the farmer 
must haul over the road. 


In 1915, approximately 2,000,000 tons 


of dairy products were hauled to and 
from the creameries, cheese factories 
and condensorles — milk, cream, whey 
and buttermilk. 


Taking the tonnage of thirteen of 


our big agricultural products, barley, 
oats, wheat, rye, hay, potatoes, sugar- 
beets, beans, peas, clover-seed 
and 


timothy, we find this runs to- about 
12,000,000 tons. Add to this the other 
haulage from farm to market, and it 
easily runs between fifteen and twenty 
million tons. 
The average haul will 


be about six miles. 


Take out your pencil and paper and 


figure the loss on this tonnage caused 
by bad roads — the loss per ton per 
mile. 
What are the services of a 


farmer and his team worth per hour? 
What 
would you charge for your 


team and hired man per hour? How 
many hours do you lose on the road 
by bad roads? Isn't your load cut in 
two by poor roads? 
Are you making 


two trips to market, where you could 
with good roads double the size of 
your load and make one trip. 
Are 


you not wearing out your teams, and 
wagons and harness, and even your- 
self-J-drivlng over poor roads? 


How often have you been prevented 


from driving to market when the mar- 
ket was good by bad roads and how 
much have you lost by It. 


You begin to see why we have roads. 


Don't you think we need better ones? 
Are you going to keep on driving 
In the old rut?
